Chinese Army of 25,000 


Fears Engagement With 
"White Wolf" and His 
2000 Cut-throats.

Peking, China, Feb. 21—The bandits 


led by "White Wolf, massacred 1,300 
men, women and children when they 
Backed Liuan Chow, province of Ngan 
Hwei on January 29. 


On that occasion 
they murdered 


Father Rich, a French Jesuit mission- 
ary, and captured and held two other 
foreigners for ransom. 


An army of 25,000'Chinese troops is 


now converging on "White Wolf's" 
strongly entrenched position in the 
vicinity of Cheng Yang Kwan fur- 
ther to the north in the same pro- 
vince. 


"White Wolf" has a force of 2,000 


bandits, half of whom are armed with 
modern rifles. 


The opinion^ is expressed here that 


unless the opportunity is 
seized of 


exterminating "White Wolf" and his 
followers, they will form the center 
of another rebellion. The government 
troops however, show a strong dis- 
inclination to come to close quarters 
with the bandits.

It is reported that the Virginian 


Railroad company- will build a line 
across Ohio, from Point Pleasant, W. 
Va., to Toledo. A meeting will be 
held in New York within the next 
few days for the purpose of financ- 
ing the extension. Newark is on an 
air line between Pt. Pleasant and 
Toledo and a logical way point for 
the right of way.

Philadelphia. Feb. 21.—Becoming 


suddenly frenzied through jealousy, 
the police say, Carl Kinlock, 38 years 
old, 
an automobile salesman, today 


smashed disn« in a restaurant and 
then shot up the place, killing one 
waitress and *mously injuring an- 
other with wb*m he had been infatu- 
ated. Then he turned the revolver on 
himself with probably fatal effect 


The restaurant is in the heart of 


the retail shopping district. Kinlock 
suddenly rose from a table and began 
shooting at Ora Griffin, 30, with whom 
he had been 
infatuated. A bullet 


struck her in the side but he kept on 
shooting at her as other patrons of 
the place and waitresses rushed for 
the doors or dodged behind tables. 
When Anna Phillips, 55, fell with a 
wild bullet through the back, Kinlock 
exclaimed: "She got all I have, and 
I might as well go to heU," and shot 
himself through the lung. 


The Phillips ttoman, who did not 


know Kinlock, died in a few minutes. 


Kinlock made this statement to the 
police: 


"I am a divorced man. I met this 


Griffin woman last summer. I saw her 
last night with another man. I asked 
her this morning to explain. She re- 
fused. 
She even refused to wait on 


me. I told her I would shoot her if she 
did not explain. I became crazy, I 
guess, when she flouted me before ev- 
erybody."

Washington, 
Feb. 21.— Corre- 


spondence between "John T. Denvir," 
who represented himself as a mem- 
ber of the Illinois legislature and the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy rail- 
road, in which Denvir demanded 
from the railroad a personal pass 
and threatened legislative action be- 
cause it was not supplied, was dis- 
closed by the interstate commerce 
commission today in a supplemental 
report upon the inquiry made by the 
commission into the issue of free 
transportation by Western railroads. 


There was a John T. Denvir in the 


Illinois legislature. 
He Informed the 


commission that he did not sign the 
letter and that it was not sent by 
his authority. 


Denvir requested an annual pass 


for himself on account of the legis- 
lative 
public utilities commission 


The Burlington road declined. 
A 


letter subsequently was received by 
the general counsel of the road writ- 
ten on the official letter head of the 
committee and signed "John T. Den- 
vir." 
It threatened the enactment 


of legislation hostile to the road. 


The report of the commission says: 
"Although opportunity for a full 


explanation was afforded Mr. Denvir 
It was not forthcoming and we deem i 
it our duty to make this record of i 
the matter. 
It is well to add that 


our investigations of the records of 
other carriers at Chicago .show that 
many requests have been made in the 
past for free transportation for the 
use of John T. Denrir. The records 
of the Illinois Central show that a 
refusal to i^uo such free pacs was 
followed bv tho receipt of a letter to 
its viee president as follows:

such men had been detained. The 
American consul, Thomas D. Ed- 
wards, was officially

that Gustavo Bauch, who was re- 
ported executed as a spy last 
night, had merely been removed 
from the Laredo street barracks, 
where be was held in communi- 
cado to another lock-up, and the 
consul was assured that probably 
he would be released in a day or 
two. 


The accusations against Bauch, 


so far as could be learned, sim- 
mered down during the trial to 
the charge that he had assisted in 
repairing locomotives for the Fed 
erals. 
Bauch is a railroad me 
chanic. 


If the statement to Edwards 


proves true, and he is released

Washington

Washington. Feb. 21.—[Special.]—Is 


the country prosperous or is it suffer- 
ing from hard times? This discussion 
comes up periodically in both houses 
of congress, and the Republicans cite 
newspaper accounts of mills closing 
down and workmen out of employment 
as an evidence that Democratic legis- 
lation has brought on hard times. Tho 
Democrats stuff the record full of quo- 
tations from various newspapers to 
show that the country is in a prosper- 
ous condition, and that it is really 
booming. 


Discussion along these lines •will con- 


tinue as long as congress is in seseioiu 
because it is a part of the campaign of 
1914. If the Republicans do not show 
that the country is worse off on ac- 
count of Democratic ascendency, the- 
Democrats will win the coming con- 
gressional elections, and if they dt> 
win in 1914 they will be well intrench- 
ed for the presidential campaign two 
years from now. 


As a Lawyer Sees It.

ent depression, if real depression «- 
ists. is because work is finished. 


"We have built all the railroads that

to the city.

that the said gas company is now 
and has been in a position to fur- 
nish the city a sufficient supply of i 
gas at all times and that the Logan1

the Newark Natural Gas and Fuel 
Company, are operating in common 
and in disguise to the mutual ad- 
vantages of both companies and in 
reality are controlled by the Union 
Natural Gas Corporation of 
Pitts- 


burgh, Pa., a holding company and 
are operating as a public utility com- 
pany against public policy and the 
general welfare of our citizens.

And whereas

Trades and Labor Assembly repre- 
sents the interests of

trade unionists of this'city, 


Therefore be it resolved.

"That we condemn in highest 


terms the policy of 
the 
Newark 


Natural Gas $ Fuel Company, the 
Logan Natural Gas and Fuel Com- 
pany and the Union Gas Corpora- 
tion of Pittsburgh, Pa., as being a 
monopoly in restraint of trade and 
are arbitrarily fixing prices for their 
product in an inconsistent manner 
and with holding the same to the 
injury of our citizens and causing 
unnecessary suffering to the 
help- 


less needy. 


2. 
Be it further resolved 
that 


we proceed in a manner to secure 
immediate relief and an 
ultimate 


adjustment of price and service.

CRUSHING UNIONISM. 


The charges against the head* 


of the United Mine Workers, the 
charges of conspiring to re- 
strain tnide and of maintaining 
a monopoly of labor, * * * 
might well raise doubts and 
questionings in the minds of the 
public. Should the calling and 
effective conduct of a strike be 
made a conspiracy In restraint of 
trade, should a strong union be 
declared a monopoly of labor, It 
will mean tbt? death of trade 
unionism. This Is hardly to be 
desired. Trade unionism pretty 
generally represents Intelligence 
In the calling and settling of la- 
bor disputes. It represents prog- 
ress, education and orderliness 
even in the disorders arising be- 
tween labor and capital. To 
crush unionism—and making It 
Ineffective by means of undue 
and legal restrictions is as good 
as crushing it—la but to deepen 
the chasm between capital and 
labor, to make class conflicts In 
this country more implacable.— 
Chicago Tribune.

PROTECTION OF CHILDREN. 


New Bill Before Congress to Prohibit 


Their Exploitation. 


Constructive child labor legislation is 


the object of a bill introduced in con- 
gress by Representative A. Mitchell 
Palmer. The measure seeks to prevent 
interstate commerce in the products of 
child labor. It represents the thought 
of th&, trustees of the national child la- 
bor committee, which recently decided 
to enter the field of federal child labor 
legislation. 


This bill differs from any bill now 


pending. 


Mr. Palmer's bill forbids shipments 


from any person, partnership, associa- 
tion or corporation or any agent or em- 
ployee thereof manufacturing, produc- 
ing or dealing in the products of any 
mine or quarry in "which children un- 
der sixteen years of age are employed 
or permitted to work at any time, or 
from any mill, cannery, workshop; fac- 
tory or manufacturing establishment 
in which children under fourteen years 
of age are employed or permitted to 
work at any time or in which children 
between the ages of fourteen and six- 
teen years of age are employed or per- 
mitted to work more than eight hours 
in any day or more than six days in 
one week or after the hour of 7 p. m. 
or before the hour of 7 a. m. of any 
day. 


The administration of the proposed 


law is put in the hands of a board con- 
sisting of the secretary of labor, the 
secretary of commerce and the attor- 
ney general. 


In discussing his bill Mr. Palmer 


said: 


"It is believed that this bill meets 


the objections made against other 
measures that have been introduced 
for the regulation of child labor. The 
national child labor committee was di- 
vided in its attitude toward the Bev- 
erldge bill, but is unanimous in in-

ARMS IN STRIKES 


Protest agninst the use of firearms 


and the employment of *armed guards 
and private detectives in labor disputes 
and strikes was made by Secretary W. 
B. Wilson of the department of labor 
In his,first annual report to President 
Wilson. He recommends that congress 
enact legislation "within its constitu 
tional limitations to regulate this busi 
ness in the interests of public peace 
and order." 


"The use of firearms," says Secre- 


tary Wilson, "in a species of private 
warfare in connection with labor 
strikes calls for serious consideration. 
Groups of men on both sides, without 
military or police authority for it, have 
used firearms with fatal effect in the 
coal strike in southern Colorado. These 
arms and the ammunition have doubt- 
less been procured through interstate 
commerce, and many of the armed 
men are said to have been imported 
into 
Colorado 
from 
other 
states 


through a business concern engaged 
commercially across state lines in sup- 
plying corporations with an armed and 
trained private soldiery or police in 
numbers running into hundreds and 
even thousands. 


"In connection with the Pere Mar- 


quette strike in Michigan, / armed 
guards furnished by agencies in other 
states supplying men to take the place 
of local strikers accompanied those 
rnen.to Grand Rapids. They were there 
turned back by the United States mar- 
shal under instructions from the dis- 
trict judge. In the Calumet copper 
mining region armed guards under con- 
tract with the employers were for- 
warded to the locality by agencies in 
other states." 


On the relations of capital and labor 


Secretary 
Wilson 
takes

ground. 
"The relation of employer 


and wage earner," he says, "is no 
longer personal or individual," because 
both employers and operatives act in 
groups. 


"It is obvious," the report says, "that 


this method of employment, generally 
necessary for success in modern in- 
dustry, may give to employers great 
contractual 
advantages 
over 
wage 


earners. Unless wage earners also act 
collectively through their own agents 
they are often at a practical disad- 
vantage. Employers who act collec- 
tively in hiring wage earners are often 
averse to dealing with agents of wage 
earners who collectively offer their 
services. They desire to contract with 
wage earners individually. It Is upon 
this point that labor disputes frequent- 
ly spring up and become acute. 
In 


most instances in which employers ac- 
cord workmen practically recognition 
of the right of collective bargaining 
which they themselves exercise, fair 
relations are maintained. 


"In any circumstances differences 


must be expected to arise. In such 
cases the department of labor might 
possibly find a common ground for 


dorsement of the Palmer bill. Through J agreement whicb^ tbe disputants, in 
wide correspondence many able law- 
yers and bigh government officials 
have agreed that the bill is constitu- 
tional and will be effective in the abo- 
lition of child labor in America. 


"The people have the same right to 


be protected against the purchase of 
goods made by child labor when they 
do not-wish to encourage such a social 
crime as they have to be protected 
against the purchase of impure foods 
to the injury of their bodies."

DIS'T ASSESSOR 
W. H. ANDERSON 


District Assessor William H. An- 


derson has just Issued the following 
instructions to the deputy assessors 
of Licking county: 
Deputy Assessors: 


The primary object of the Warnes 


Law is to place the assessing ma- 
chinery of the state under 
central 


supervision to the end that property 
of the same class may be assessed at 
the same relative value throughout 
the state and to secure a better re- 
turn of Intangible property 


The real estate of Licking county, 


especially the farms, is assessed high 
enough until the hidden 
intangible 


personal property is revealed and 
placed on the tax duplicate. You are 
directed to let these farm values re- 
main unchanged except where glaring 
inequalities exist. 


You have been selected as Deputy 


Assessor by the merit system and are 
free to discharge your duties without 
fear or favor. You occupy the hon- 
orable 
position 
of 
providing 
the 


means 
of supporting 
our 
schools, 


hospitals, charitable institutions and 
the other public needs of society. Re- 
member, always, the majority of our 
people are honest and deserve, at jour 
hands, fair, 
honest 
and 
courteous 


treatment. If you are kind, polite, 
honest and tactful, you will command 
the respect of the person, whose pro- 
perty you are listing and will be able 
in most cases, to secure an honest re- 
turn; but, if you, occasionally, find a 
person who intentionally 
seeks 
to 


conceal his property, or otherwise de- 
ceive you, I direct you to list his pro- 
perty so high that, if he ever succeeds 
in getting it reduced by the "Board of 
Complaints, he will feel hereafter, in 
listing his property, that it will pay 
him to be honest. 


I now specifically call your atten- 


tion to the one' class of property 
which has never been fully listed for 
the purpose of taxation, viz: The in- 
tangible personal property. You are 
charged to inquire of every 
person, 


whose property you are listing, as to 
the amount of money, 
credits, or 


other taxable securities, he had in his 
possession, in 
banks, 
Building and 


loan associations or trust companies, 
In this county, or any other county, 
on the day preceding the first Mon- 
day of February, 1914, that such per- 
son may know that this kind of pro- 
perty is subject to taxation under the 
laws of Ohio; for, if after due notice, 
a person persists In concealing this 
property from the deputy assessor, 
and I succeed in revealing the same 
in any future years, under the direc- 
tion of the Tax Commission of Ohio, 
or by virtue of the laws that may be 
hereafter 
passed to aid in bringing 


to light this hidden property, I shall 
certainly cause this kind of property 
to be placed on the duplicate with the 
full penalties provided by law 
The 


man who owns this kind of property 
and refuses to list it is a parasite on 
society; for he enjoys the blessings 
and protection of government 
with- 


out contributing to its support. 


It Is my opinion, if we do our duty, 


knowing neither friend nor enemy in 
the 
discharge of our duties, the 


Warnes Law, In one year hence, will 
be as popular as the law creating the 
Tax Commission of Ohio, and will be 
safe beyond the mutations of politics. 


Now then, to carry out the above 


general Instructions in good 
faith, 


the first person's, whose property you 
ought to assess in your sub-assess- 
ment district, are yourself and fam- 
ily. 
Apply every rule 
to 
yourself 


and family, in assessing this property, 
that you would require by law of ev- 
ery other person of full age In your 
sub-assessment district; for a public 
servant will not long command the ( 
respect of a community in which he

Treasury department have just de- 
cided to sell the so-called Sherwood 
postoffice site in South First street 
and seek a new location 
for 
the 


-Newark federal building, for which 
an appropriation of 
$11JO,000 
has 


been made by congress. 


Information to this 
effect 
was 


given to the Advocate Saturday by 
Congressman 
Ashbrook 
who 
had 


just received the following commu- 
nication from Mr. Byron R. New- 
ton assistant secretary of the treas- 
ury : 
Dear Mr. Congressman: 


In going into the question of the 


efforts which the Department 
has 


been making for the acquisition, by 
condemnation, of the so-called City 
Park property at 
the 
corner of 


South First Street and Kast Main 
Street, as an addition to the public 
building site at Xewark, 
Ohio, 
it 


appears to me, from information re- 
ceived, that the acquisition of 
the 


property is likely to cost the gov- 
ernment much more 
than 
should 


reasonably be paid. 
At 
the 
time 


the present 
federal 
building site 


was acquired, this park 
property 


was turned over to the city 
at 
a 


nominal figure, it is understood, by 
the Government's vendors, and 
it 


was then considered that the 
site 


was of sufficient size for the Gov- 
ernment's purposes. 
In 
order 
to 


provide space for a building which 
.will be adequate tp afford the United 
States and the citizens of Xewark 
proper facilities for the transaction 
of the ordinary Post Office, parcel 
post, and other Government 
busi- 


ness, it now becomes necessary, if 
this location is to be retained, 
to 


add this so-called park, for which 
the city paid nothing, to the pres- 
ent site, or to exercise the authori-

Although the tragedy has created a 


sensation 
throughout 
the British 


Isles it has not.aroused any public 
opinion demanding in part of respon- 
sible members of the British govern- 
ment to change their policy in regard 
to Mexico. 


There is no concealment of 
the 


fact, however, that murder of British 
subjects in Mexico, unless followed by 
punishment of the murderers and the 
payment of indemnities is likely to 
arouse public opinion to the 
point 


where it will demand that the British 
government take a more aggressive 
attitude. 


This fact had been impressed upon 


the state department at Washington 
by Sir Cecil Rice, before any British 
lives had been lost in Mexico. 


In its official attitude, Great Britain 


is looking to the United States gov- 
ernment to protect British subjects 
and has no doubt that 
the 
United 


States will do its best. 


The state department at Washing- 


ton has already informed the British 
government that as there are no Brit- 
ish consuls in Mexico, the consuls of 
the United States will look after Brit- 
ish interests. 


The Globe, after asking what is go- 


ing to happen in case investigation 
proves the guilt of Villa, says: 


"The United States has not only 


the responsibility involved in its as- 
sertion of the Monroe doctrine, but 
the responsibility of having supplied
